ce. An-application for a special trip to South Korea, with exports in- 
volved, appreved by the provincial State Security Bureau, the ast 
Coast State Security Bureau, and the East Coast Inspection Section. 


d. Two personal security references, with a guarantee of import of 
sufficient exchange goods to equal the export products.
